In a recent issue of the Christian Science Monitor appeared an 
editorial dealing with the question of incomes for universities which 
are not supported by the State. In view of the fund raised by po- 
pular subscription in Montreal two years ago for McGill's benefit, 
the subject is of interest to those who were connected in any way 
with the campaign. 

The writer points out the tendency of the universities to rely 
more on their graduates for financial support than formerly, and 
sees in the movement great possibilities. He says, in part, "Amid 
present-day competition for the surplus wealth of society, privately 
supported educational institutions are finding that rivals exist un- 
known to earlier generations of administrators. Where church and 
•chool once inevitably came to the thought of a generously inclined 
person as the recipients of any portion of his fortune over and above 
what his kindred needed, now there are other claimants on his good 
will and purse. Anything like proportionate division among old 
and new beneficiaries means relatively smaller sums for the first 
comers. 

Recognizing this impending change, administrators in charge 
of colleges and universities are adjusting themselves to the new situa- 
tion in a way that is strategically shrewd. They realize the truth 
of the statement found in former President Tucker's letter, read to 
Dartmouth alumni assembled in national conference last week. 
Non-graduate men of wealth are not to give to colleges and univer- 
sities in the future as they have in the past. New claimants among 
institutions have their ear. Upon the alumni, therefore, now devolves 
an added burden, only to be borne easily by increased representa- 
tion of donors and by encouragement of annual assessments which 
are made as much a part of the living expenses of men as are their 
church, club and fraternal order dues. 

Colleges and universities that have been prompt in realizing 
this altered situation and in enlisting all their graduates, young and 
old, in schemes which provide annual income that is unrestricted as 
to its use, already have much bettered their status. They gain not 
only the extra money, which they may spend as necessity demands, 
but also the additional loyalty to the institution that accompanies re- 
vived interest in it, such interest as must accompany giving from in- 
come that is being personally earned as well as from wealth that has 
been socially created or inherited. Habitual giving in relatively 
small sums by a large number of alumni for the betterment of a col- 
lege is a process that has moral and spiritual possibilities in it that 
cannot be equalled by sporadic giving of large sums by a few per- 
sons, especially when the latter arc not graduates of the favored in- 
stitution." 

As yet it has not been found necessary to start a movement for 
the annual assessment of McGill alumni. On the contrary, the 
University has been the recipientof many generous gifts in late 
years from men who. from the fact that they never attended classes 
at McGill. might not be expected to show as great an interest in the 
welfare of the University as would those who received their training 
within its halls. In this respect McGill has been singularly fortun- 
ate, but it will be some time before she can be placed on the same 
solid financial basis as are Columbia. Harvard and other universi- 
ties. This will come in time, no doubt, but can only be accomplish- 
ed with the support and co-operation of the graduates. 

There are already signs that a movement along these lines is 
in process of formation. The interest taken in the financial difficul- 
ties of the undergraduate body by the alumni, and their generous 
offer of support, is an evidence of this. A few years ago. under 
similar conditions, the unfortunate undergrads would probably have 
been left to shift entirely for themselves, and student autonomy 
would now be a thing of the past. A new spirit of loyalty which has 
been in evidence for some timeis showing itself in a more certain 
manner and. unless all signs fail, will increase considerably as time 
goes on, gradually taking theform that it has in the case of seve 
ral of the universities in the United States.

them to rlae. Hut they must remem- 
ber that In so doing they are showing 
respect to the name of their Alma Ma- 
ter, and surely they owe her Glut tri- 
bute.
